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Native Dancer’s Reappearance: 


More Strength, Size, Maturity 


New York 

Belmont Park last week presented an 
excellent and diversified week of racing. 
The appearance of Native Dancer on the 
race track for the first time in 1954 cer- 
tainly overshadowed many other interest- 
ing happenings. and any way you shake 
the bottle this turns up as the news of the 
week. 

The big gray was entered in a six-fur- 
long allowance race entitled The Com- 
mando Purse. and there were eight other 
horses in the entry box when they closed 
the race on Thursday morning. Mr, Camp- 
bell’s conditions called for Native Dancer 
to carry 126 pounds and to give 13 pounds 
to all others except Trio Stable’s Laffango, 
which carried 121. The word that day was. 
“Well. he certainly didn’t scare anybody.” 

\ day later a lot of people were seri- 
ously impressed, if not scared, since Na- 
tive Dancer smothered his field at the 
head of the stretch and won easily, He 
loafed home in 1:1144, with Laffango a 
bit more than a length astern of his tre- 
mendously muscled rump, and Impasse 
and Combat Boots battling it out for 
third, But it was the kind of race in which 
you didn’t know who finished in the other 
spots because you weren’t looking at any- 
body but the winner.

He was the big show from the moment 
Harold Walker picked up the shank and 
started to lead him over from Barn 20. 
The Dancer’s exercise boy, Bernie Everson, 
was on a palomino lead pony, and the 
colt’s portly groom, Lester Murray, had 
on a new pair of shoes for the occasion. 
They might as well have stayed home, 
however, for most eyes turned to the big 
gray colt which was going to run for the 
first time since August 22. 


The walk to the paddock drew many 
admirers who shouted good luck to Bill 
Winfrey as he walked along with his 
charge up the lane that ends in the sad- 
dling shed. Then at his stall there were 
hordes of people crowding to watch. 

They noticed how much whiter his face 
has become, how much more mature he is 
in his actions, and how he has grown. His 
growth was evident soon after the saddle 
was thrown across his back. When Bill 
Winfrey tried to pull the girth around 
there was too much chest and insufficient 
elastic to meet the buckle, and a longer 
girth had to be substituted. 

Native Dancer’s development was like 
that of Tom Fool, which looked like a boy 
in 1952—-a very strong boy, of course— 
and showed up a year later looking very 
much like a man. Native Dancer still likes 
to cavort and play as he did last year, 
but he is not so devilishly juvenile about it. 

The race only confirmed how good the 
horse looked, Facing six stakes winners,

Bigger and mcre grown up. 
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two other stakes victors having scratched 
overnight, Native Dancer let them have it 
for the 1,320 yards, After breaking well, 
Eric Guerin let the long-striding colt drop 
back to fourth behind the driving leaders. 
They remained there almost until the head 
of the stretch. Then the bomb dropped. 


Native Dancer moved from fourth to 
first before you knew what had happened, 
and as soon as he got there Guerin started 
to take a good hold of him again. The 
final quarter-mile was spent looking over 
one shoulder and then the other. Laffan- 
go’s move in the final sixteenth looked 
better because Native Dancer was slowing 
up; but as Guerin shifted his whip to the 
ready-fire position it tapped a gray quar- 
ter, and that was sufficient to keep the 
leader going. 

He now is ready to try for the Metro- 
politan, Suburban, and Brooklyn Handi- 
caps. Of those which have attempted this, 
Tom Fool and Whisk Broom II alone were 
able to win all three. Many have won the 
Metropolitan mile and failed when the 
distances stretched out. Others have been 
successful at a mile and a quarter, but 
only after a defeat from a sprinter in the 
Metropolitan. 


John B. Campbell assigned Native Dan- 
cer 130 pounds for the Metropolitan, the 
same weight he put on Tom Fool last year. 
Second highest weights were given to 
*Royal Vale and White Skies, each 126.

CHASE. A day after Native Dancer 
made his successful return the first run- 
ning of the International Steeplechase 
under truly international conditions took 
precedence over the 79th running of the 
Withers Mile on Belmont’s card, The two- 
mile jumping event drew seven foreign 
campaigners against six locally raced 
horses and wound up with Extra Points 
leading home a field that was stretched 
out over 110 lengths of wet grass. The last 
horse, England’s Rose Park, was just 
clearing the final fence when Extra Points 
completed the course, but, if it is con- 
tinued, the race may be expected to pro- 
duce better renewals in future years. 


THE WITHERS turned out very well 
for Mrs. Elizabeth N. Graham’s Maine 
Chance Farm when Jet, Action won his 
second race of the week. The handsome 
son of Jet Pilot—Busher led most of the 
way and was clocked in 1:3635 for the 
mile. The favorite in the race also was run- 
ning for the second time during the week, 
Greentree’s Palm Tree. Both had won their 
earlier races, but when they met on the 
sloppy strip Saturday Palm Tree’s nine 


furlongs in 1:4924 looked the stronger of 
the two, even if Jet Action’s race was his 
first 1954 effort. 

Jorge Contreras, second with Jet Action 
at the start, allowed Llangollen Farm’s 
Ordained to take the lead on the rail dur- 
ing the run around the turn, but when the 
stretch was reached the Jet Pilot colt 
took charge quickly, then held off Butte- 
vant’s late surge. High Gun sneaked 
through on the rail for third. Palm Tree 
and Artismo failed to bring enough am- 
munition. 


It was a disappointment for James Cox 
Brady to see his Artismo finish fifth, The 
1953 Hopeful winner showed none of the 
speed which was in evidence last year, He 
moved with Palm Tree around the turn, 
but when the Greentree colt pulled away 
from him Artismo seemed to stop rowing 
and merely dragged his oar the rest of 
the way. Since Jet Action is in both the 
Preakness and the Belmont, the 3-year- 
olds will get other chances at knocking 
him down. 


Jet Action was the second stakes winner 
for the stable since big Eddie Neloy, the 
Maine Chance trainer of the moment, took 
over the horses on April 10, and some 
$60.000 has been entered for the owner. 

After a victory at Keeneland on the first 
day he took the horses from Tom Smith. 
Neloy won again the next day with Model 
Busher, and then shipped to Louisville 
with Black Metal and Fascinator. Fascin- 
ator won the Kentucky Oaks, and Black 
Metal was 13th in the Derby, but since 


Re- 
turning to New York, Eddie saddled a 
few more horses for Mrs. Graham, and 
at the end of his first month with the 
outfit he had six winners in 13 tries. 
Another race in the week’s proceedings 
was the Acorn Stakes, which wound up 
with two winners. King Ranch’s Riverina 
moved up in the final stride to finish on 
even terms with Mrs. John D. Hertz’s 


Happy Mood in the mile race for 3-year- 
old fillies. Happy Mood, unhappily, is not 
eligible for the Coaching Club American 
Oaks, but maybe it is just as well not to 
repeat the confusion in the winner’s circle 
after the Acorn, Mr, and Mrs. Kleberg 
went down with Max Hirsch to receive the 
trophy if their number went up, and Monte 
Parke was ready to take the silver offering 
for Mrs. Hertz if Happy Mood’s number 
was flashed. There were also two jockeys, 
numerous attendants, and a mixed assort- 
ment of terrestrial bodies.

R. Harrod, and C. P. Edwards Jr., has 
entered the stud at Ridgefield Stud (the 
old Keene farm, adjoining Keeneland), 
Lexington. First among the few mares 
which have been bred to him was Zoroas- 
tra. owned by Harrod, a Frankfort, Ky.. 
automobile dealer. Ridgefield is operated 
by Edwards under a long-term lease. 

Foaled in 1945, *Balsamo is by Cuarteto 
(by Tresiete) out of Balsamina, by 
Richard (Bucks Hussar), second dam 
Batavia, by Mustafa (Diamond Jubilee). 
His important victories in Chile included 
the Polla de  Potrillos, Derby. and 
Premio Internacional. Brought to the U. 
S. in 1949, he raced twice unplaced under 
the colors of the Rio Bueno stable. He 
failed to race soundly after colliding with 
the rail in the Chilean St, Leger in 1949. 


Two Deaths in Nebraska 


Two Nebraska stallions died recently, 
according to a report from Charlie B. 
Murnan, secretary of the Nebraska Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association. 

Yellow Tulip. a 20-year-old horse by 
Jean Valjean—Yellow Blossom, by Luke 
McLuke, died at the Valley View Farm 
of Milton Moskowitz and Al Hans, where 
he had been put in stud this spring under 
lease from Jack Welch, of Lexington. 

During his racing career, Yellow Tu- 
lip won nine races, including the Wyan- 
dotte Stakes. Retired to stud in 1941, he 
never had large books, but always got a 
high percentage of winners. Through 1953. 
his get had won 247 races and earned 
$387.931. His best performers have been 
the stakes winners Dr. Tulip and Big 
Ping. 

Don Alfredo, a 14-year-old horse by 
Special Agent—Truce. by Tick On. died 
at the farm of his owner, C, L. Sisson. of 
Ewing. Retired to stud in 1949, Don 
Alfredo had three registered foals in his 
first three crops. 


Royalong Dies 

Royalong, a mare belonging to F. E. 
Morancy and Jess Curry. died April 20 at 
Buck Run Farm. Versailles, Ky.. after 
foaling. The foal, by *Nizami II, arrived 
dead. A daughter of Whiskalong, Royalong 
won $30,900. Her first and only foal is a 
1954 yearling colt by Ky. Colonel. 


New Duties for Kenney 


Charles A. Kenney, former manager of 
Coldstream Farm, Lexington, has become 
associated, in an advisory capacity, with 
Mrs, John D. Heriz’ Stoner Creek Stud, 
Paris, Ky. Kenney will be in charge of 
yearling sales for the farm.

THE MOST WINS 
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ow Big Was the Derby Crowd? 


by Warren Schweder 


A couple of hours after the 1954 Ken- 
tucky Derby, four or five writers and a 
television man were going over the Stevens 
filet mignons and some other things. 


“How big was the crowd?” one of the 
newsmen asked the TV man. 


The upshot of this unoriginal and un- 
fruitful question was a proposal that each 
man write his estimate of the attendance 
on a slip of paper and drop it on the 
table. J. A. Estes, editor of THE B1ioop- 
Horse, made a rough guess of 83.000. A 
generous man by nature, his turned out 
highest by open daylight. The other esti- 
mates ranged down to 52.000. 

Two or three mornings later Estes and [ 
amused ourselves through a cup of tea by 
discussing the ‘probabilities of nailing 
down the official Derby attendance once 
and for all. The best method, we decided, 
would be to get the State’s admission-tax 
receipts for May 1 and to compute it from 
there. We knew we would get a runaround. 
but we felt it would be fun trying, so I 
started out by telephoning R. P. (Dick) 
Moloney, majority leader of the State Sen- 
ate and one of the shrewdest political op- 
erators in Kentucky. I’d never been able 
to do much for Moloney, but he always 
had been pleasant, even though our poli- 
tics frequently were at odds. 

“Dick,” I said, “are Churchill Downs’ 
taxes on admission a matter of public 
record?” 

“What you trying to do, count the 
house?” Moloney asked. I told him that 
was what I had in mind and reminded 
him that, left to my own judgment, an esti- 
mate of Derby crowds would be no more 
accurate than a guess on the number of 
Republicans at a Gravel Switch rally. 

“I’m sure they’re public,” he said. There 
was a pause and then, “Of course they 
are. Income taxes aren’t any of your busi- 
ness, but you can get the figures on amuse- 
ment taxes or admission taxes. And good 
luck.” 

The next call was to Bob Allphin, a 
recent appointee as commissioner of the 
Department of Revenue. The young voice 
in Allphin’s office said he was in a meet- 
ing. could not be disturbed, but could any- 
one else help me? Confident that if I used 
Moloney’s name wisely, anyone else would 
do, I said I’d talk to whoever could speak 
about admission taxes at race tracks. This 
was the responsibility of a man who identi- 
fied himself as Burke, or Burt; he was 
difficult to understand. 

“T don’t know whether that record is 
public or not, but Churchill Downs has 
asked that we not divulge that informa- 
tion,” he said. There was something in the 
back of his mind about a statute covering 
the case. “But I just work here, and I 


can't give you that information because 
Churchill Downs has asked me not to.” 

The next morning I called Allphin 
again, but he had left already and would 
not be back for the day. A day later, on 
Friday, I believe, I decided to make the 
rainy trip to Frankfort rather than depend 
on further telephone conversations. 

The receptionist in the Department of 
Revenue, an attractive young lady who 
seemed awfully willing to help, was de- 
pressed that I had made the trip, because 
the boss had gone again and would not be 
back any more that day. Could I come 
back on Monday? I said I couldn’t, and 
went across the street to the United Press 
office to see if Tom Gish. an alert young 
man who runs the bureau there. had any 
hints. He called a friend, Kenneth Back. 
described as the man “who really runs 
the department.” Back said he'd be 
pleased to talk to me. 

Back, a pleasant-looking young man of 
about 35, shook my hand and allowed that 
he was pleased to see me in Frankfort. 
From a comfortable chair I stated my 
mission as simply as I could, being par- 
ticularly careful to point out that I had 
found nothing in Kentucky Revised Stat- 
utes which would give Churchill Downs 
immunity from a public examination of its 
tax payments. 

“Yes, I think you’re right.” Back said. 
““T believe that’s a matter of public record, 
and, if it is, I certainly could have no ob- 
jection to giving you the information.” 
But just to be certain of his position (the 
Department of Revenue is a big depart- 
ment, and a man can’t be expected to keep 
up with everything) he would call Burke. 
or Burt, and check it with him. I only 
can guess what Burke told him, but Back 
said, “Oh, is that right? Well, I see... 
Humm, no, I didn’t know that.” 

After this briefing. Back turned to me 
again: “They tell me there’s something 
in the statutes which would keep the rec- 
ord you want from being made _ public. 
and they say that Churchill Downs has 
asked that we not give out this figure. so 
I'll have to go along with it. And even if 
there’s not a statute. and if there is pre- 
cedent against telling you how many peo- 
ple go to the Derby. I guess I'll have to 
follow it.” 

“Well, if there’s no statute on it, I can 
force you to tell me.” I said. 

“That’s true. and I wish you would.” 
Back said. As a last check, he would call 
the department’s attornev. Dave Walker. 
into the inquiry. It would take Walker 
some time to look up the law, so why 
didn’t I go back to Lexington and Back 
would call me Monday with Walker's 
opinion? 

His call came early Monday. “Mr. 
Schweder,” he said, “I’m afraid I can’t 


help you at all. There’s a section of KRS 
—131.190—-which will not permit us to 
make public the information you want.” 
The department had “no desire to with- 
hold information,” but it had to follow 
the law. He added a salve: “Walker tells 
me they have had numerous requests for 
this information, but that we simply can- 
not co-operate. Maybe I'll be able to help 
you on something else another time.” 

A search of the statute found that no 
one in the Department of Revenue could 
divulge any information “acquired by him 
of the affairs of any person, or informa- 
tion regarding the tax schedules, returns 
or reports required to be filed with the 
department ... in so far as the informa- 
tion may have to do with the affairs of 
the person’s business.” 

That seemed to complete the story, ex- 
cept to call Brownie Leach, publicist for 
Churchill Downs. In all fairness, I thought 
the Downs should be given an opportunity 
to be heard. 

“Because it’s been the policy of the 
thing,” Leach, of course. wouldn’t say how 
many persons the Downs accommodates 
on Derby Day. “Suppose it rains on Der- 
by day. and the crowd is a little off. Well. 
the guy who reads the paper in Tacoma, 
Wash., isn’t interested in the weather, 
but he sees that attendance was down, so 
he says to himself. ‘It looks like the Derby 
is slipping a little. That kind of thing 
might hurt our influence.” 

“And besides,” said Leach, a keen stu- 
dent of the late Matt Winn, “did Barnum 
ever tell you how much Jumbo weighed? 
He just said that Jumbo was the biggest 
elephant in the world.” 

Churchill Downs probably doesn’t have 
the biggest elephant in the world, but it 
has one that is big enough that it is 
supposed to look bigger if nobody knows 
how big it is.

Busher, “horse of the year” in 1945 and one of 
the outstanding mares in the history of the Amer- 
ican Turf, had her first two foals in 1949 and 1950. 
Both were fillies by *Alibhai, and both failed to 
race, though the second made news when L. B. 
Mayer bought her for $55,000 at Keeneland’s year- 
ling sales. 

On April 30, 1951, Busher foaled a colt by Jet 
Pilot at Leslie Combs II’s Spendthrift Farm, where 
Mrs. Elizabeth Graham boards her mares. Named 
Jet Action, the colt made only two starts last year. 
He finished fifth in an allowance race at Belmont 
Park on May 28, and fourth to Porterhouse, beaten 
less than two lengths, in the colt division of the 
National Stallion Stakes on June 10. 

Jet Action’s racing career almost came to end 
at the Saratoga meeting last August. The colt 
escaped from his stall one night and wandered out 
of the stable area into the streets. When found the 
next morning, he was badly cut and scratched. He 
made his next start on May 4, four days before 
the Withers Stakes, and won easily from an average 
field. 

Jet Action’s race was impressive enough that he 
was only 5-1 for the Withers, despite his lack of 
experience. First out of the gate, he led for three 
furlongs, then was headed by Ordained. The two 
raced together until turning into the stretch, where 
Ordained began to fall back. There was no further 
challenge. 

“Oh! If we'd only had that fellow in the Derby, * 
said Mrs. Graham. 


RIVERINA 


Artismo, one of 1953’s best 2-year-olds, made his 
second 1954 start in the Withers. Never prominent, 
he finished fifth, beaten almost 12 lengths by Jet 
Action. 

Jet Action is nominated for both the Preakness 
and Belmont Stakes, and is expected to make his 
next start in the Preakness. 

Jet Action is the first stakes winner this year 
for Jet Pilot, which stands at Spendthrift. Busher, 
barren this year, has been bred back to Jet Pilot. 
At Spendthrift Mrs. Grabam has Bush Pilot, a 2- 
year-old which is a full sister to Jet Action. She 
will be kept for a broodmare; there are no plans 
to race her.

Riverina won her first start at Aqueduct last 
year, then won only once more in seven other at- 
tempts. In three stakes races she never got close, 
but at year’s end trainer Max Hirsch said she would 
be among the best of the 3-year-old fillies this year. 

Hirsch started her in a_ six-furlong allowance 
race on April 28, and, although beaten by Evening 
Out and Dangerous Dame, she closed a huge gap 
at the end and impressed observers with her late 
rush. It was this late speed a week later which 
earned her a tie with Happy Mood in the Acorn 
Stakes. 

Like Riverina, Happy Mood won her first start, 
a maiden race at Hollywood Park last summer. She 
then finished tenth in the Cinderella Stakes and 
seventh in the Hollywood Lassie Stakes, her only 
other starts in 1953. This year she had been close 
in allowance races, but her only win before the 
Acorn was against an average field May 1 at Bel- 
mont Park. 

Zahra, Break o’ Morn, and Fascinator had the 
early speed in the Acorn, but all of them were 
finished after six furlongs. Entering the stretch, 
Riverina, Question Time, and Happy Mood moved 
up, Question Time holding on well until the last 


Happy Moop 
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furlong. Happy Mood took a slight lead at the 
16th-pole, but Riverina ran at her again, and the 
two finished in a dead heat. The two had bumped 
_on the stretch turn, but neither jockey claimed g 
foul. 

Both fillies are out of dams with creditable 
racing records. La Reigh, one of the best 2- 
year-old fillies of 1942, won the Betsy Ross 
Stakes and the Adirondack Handicap and 
placed in four other stakes, including the Acorn. 
Bee Mac was one of the best of 1943, when she 
won the Spinaway and Hopeful Stakes. 

As a producer, however, Bee Mac so far has 
had much the best of it. Her first foal was Better 
Self, her second was Prophets Thumb. There fol- 
lowed three non-stakes winners, but one of them, 
Black Douglas, displayed high class. Another, Beau 
Max, showed great promise, but was injured. In 
1950 she foaled Mac Bea, winner of the Mar- 
guerite Stakes in 1952. Riverina was foaled April 
15, 1951, at the King Ranch’s Kentucky farm, 
Lexington. 

The first three foals of La Reigh were winners. 
Her first stakes performer, Happy Mood, arrived 
February 23, 1951, at Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Stoner 
Creek Stud, Paris, Ky. 

Riverina is the second stakes winner this year 
for *Princequillo, which stands at A. B. Han- 
cock’s Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky. Happy Mood 
is the fourth this year for *Mahmoud, which 
stands at C. V. Whitney’s farm near Lexington.

A Familiar Mare for the Bettors, 
A New Lift for the Press Box 


CHICAGO 


It is improbable she ever will become 
as famous as Imp. but at Sportsman’s Park 
admirers of the ebon-coated mare En 
Fleur affectionately refer to her as “the 
coal black lady.” The 5-year-old daugh- 
ter of Apache—Dou Douia, by Wise Coun- 
sellor, still reigns as queen of the Cicero 
half-mile track, She was enthroned last 
year after winning four feature races at 
the spring meeting. 

Back to defend her title. En Fleur 
easily won the Inaugural Handicap on 
April 26, opening day of the 1954 Illinois 
season. Then on May 1 she won the Spring 
Handicap. Each of those races was at 
seven furlongs, each carried a $7,500 
purse. In both races. ridden by Tony 
Skoronski, the black mare beat the 
stakes winner Phil D. 


Sportsman’s Park has no stakes races, 
and En Fleur has not won a stakes in 
four years of racing. But she has beaten 
stakes winners. Last year she won eight 
of her 27 starts. The Spring Handicap 
was her third victory in 11 starts so far 
this season. Through her career she has 
won 14 races and earned $52,887. She is 
expected to remain in Chicago after the 
major season opens at Lincoln Fields on 
May 20. 

En Fleur, bred in Kentucky by Edgar 
Zantker. is owned by J. H. Nail Jr., of 
Texas, and M. B. Armer. of Kansas, and 
is trained by the western horseman Lvo 
Lee, who trained Encantadora when she 
established a world’s record of :57 for 
five furlongs at Centennial Park in 1951. 
wiping out Pan Zareta’s :5715. which had 
stood since 1915 at Juarez. 


RUMOR DENIED. When William Hal 
Bishop shipped from New Orleans to Lin- 
coln Downs for his first invasion of New 
England there was talk around Chicago 
that the former mule trader from Anna. 
Ill., would be absent from the local scene 
this year. It was said that he did not like 
the current claiming rule requiring all 
claimed horses to be advanced 25 per cent 
for a period of 30 days. 

Bishop had been the leading trainer at 
Illinois tracks for the past eight years. 
He also established what must be a record 
in the number of horses claimed in that 
period. 

Whether or not he liked the new claim- 
ing rules, he was back for the Sportsman’s 
Park opening with a stable of 35 horses. 
So was his perennial rival at the half- 


mile track, Marion H. Van Berg, of Ne- 
braska, 

Bishop ran a horse, Sky Jeep, in the 
first race on opening day, then claimed 
Columbus Bound from Grace Ivie in the 
second race and Legatee from Ridge 
Stable in the third. Van Berg won two 
races the first day with Swanee’s Penny 
(claimed by E. C. Roth) and Greater. 
Bishop’s first win of the meeting came on 
the third day when Tarom won the eighth 
race. Van Berg made his first claim of 
the meeting when he took Mimada, a 
winner on the third day. So far there 
have been few complaints against the 
severity of the new claiming rules. It is 
reported that Mr. Bishop intends to stay 
in Chicago all summer. 


FOOTPRINTS IN CONCRETE. Con- 
struction workers finished practically in 
a dead heat with the first patrons to arrive 
on opening day, but the new grandstand 
addition was completed before post time 
and seemed to meet with approval. An 
association spokesman said the old stand 
would be razed next year and a new one 
constructed, It will contain an elevator, 
which will be of great benefit to thick- 
winded gentlemen whose business takes 
them to the press box on the roof, Sports- 
man’s Park really has a cozy, well ap- 
pointed press box now, but getting up 
there is the breath-taking problem. 

An innovation at Sportsman’s Park this 
year was the presentation of a gold life- 
time pass to a patron selected at random 
out of the daily-double line. William H. 
Johnston, president of the National Jockey 
Club, went down to the betting ring, 
practically shut his eyes, reached out, 
and touched a customer on the shoulder. 
The lucky man was Harold H. Creighin. 
of Cicero, a railroad employee. He not 
only received the lifetime pass to Sports- 
man’s Park but also a $100 merchandise 
certificate; and, in a performance rivaling 
Hollywood, he was requested to impress 
his footprints in some fresh concrete near 
the daily-double windows. This was all 
a very nice gesture, but do you remember 
when you could get supper money and 
cab fare from a bookmaker if you had 
a bad day at the races?

Straight Face, with Ben Green, 
Is an Effective Second Team 


BALTIMORE 

There still are many who believe that 

the Preakness is the race that put Pimlico 

on the racing map. This is not so. Actually, 

this distinction rightfully belongs to the 

Dixie Handicap, for it was this race that 
caused the track to be built. 


It was back in the post-bellum days of 
1868 that Maryland’s Gov. Oden Bowie 
and several other sportsmen, while en- 
gaged in prandial conversation, formulated 
plans for a race to be known as the Dinner 
Party Stakes. Baltimore had no race track 
at that time, but Bowie insisted that the 
proposed race be staged there—even if it 
meant putting the cart before the horse. 
Bowie’s dinner companions condescended 
to the illogical plan, and Pimlico was built 
to accommodate the race. Conceived as the 
Dinner Party Stakes, the event was run 
as the Reunion from 1872 to 1888. Ever 
since it has been known as the Dixie 
Handicap. The Preakness. which came 
later. was named for the first winner of 
the Dinner Party Stakes, 


TWO PLATOONS. Greentree Stable 
went back to a two-platoon system on Sat- 
urday. May 8. John Gaver and Ted At- 
kinson remained at Belmont Park to shoot 
for the Withers Stakes with Palm Tree 
and Diving Board. while assistant trainer 
George Poole and jockey Bennie Green 
went after Pimlico’s Dixie. The Payson- 
Whitney combine’s second team came 
through in Maryland, while the first team 
lost in New York. 


Ted Atkinson now has ridden Straight 
Face in 16 of his 19 starts. but on the 
three occasions when Atkinson’s talents 
were engaged elsewhere. Bennie Green 
has had the job. As a pinch hitter Green 
has batted 1.000 with the Count Fleet 
gelding. 

In October, 1952, Straight Face had an 
engagement in the Breeders’ Futurity at 
Keeneland. and One Hitter was invited 
to the Pimlico Special. Atkinson and 
Gaver went to Pimlico, and Straight Face, 
Poole, and Green traveled to Kentucky. 
Straight Face won his race. but One Hit- 
ter lost to General Staff. 

The following Saturday. Straight Face. 
Poole. and Green shifted to Churchill 
Downs for the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes while Tom Fool. Gaver. and Atkin- 
son were at Jamaica for Empire’s West- 
chester Handicap, Straight Face won. and 
Tom Fool was nosed out by Battlefield. 

Then on May 8, Atkinson. Gaver. and 
Palm Tree were forced to settle for fourth 


money while Straight Face and compan- 
ions picked up $19,550 as the winner's 
share of the $30,600 Dixie purse. The 
victory pushed Straight Face’s earnings 
over the $230.000 mark. 

In its long history the Dixie has been 
run at varying distances. Only last year 
it was shortened from 1,;%; miles to 11 
miles. 


THE RUNNING. The 53rd running of 
the $25,000-added Dixie attracted 32 nom- 
inations. Alfred Vanderbilt's Find was 
assigned top weight of 122 pounds, but 
he and several other highweights—Pet 
Bully, Laffango, Marcador, and Mister 
Black—declined to accept. *Royal Vale 
was declared before the weights were an- 
nounced. Brookmeade Stable’s Capeador 
started as highweight and favorite at 116 
pounds. From there the imposts scaled 
down to the 108 asked of Mully S., the 
only non-stakes winner in the eight-horse 


field. 


Belair Stud’s Golden Gloves, first out 
of the gate, was replaced quickly by 
Straight Face, which had the inside post 
position. Mully S.. coming out of the 
Number 8 slot, brushed Magic Lamp at 
the break, but neither horse suffered ma- 
terially in the race’s only mishap. 


As the field headed for the club house 
turn, Straight Face. skimming the rail, 
was a length in front and under a snug 
hold. Golden Gloves and Ram o° War 
were in close attendance. and Mully S.. 
Matagorda and Magic Lamp were bunched 
within striking distance. Arcaro and Cap- 
eador dropped back off the pace. 

Straight Face was running easily with 
a two-length advantage going down the 
back side. but Golden Gloves continued to 
press. Ram o’ War had had enough at this 
point. and Magic Lamp started to move 
slowly on the outside. 

Turning for home. Bennie Green let go 
a little. and Straight Face responded im- 
mediately. Golden Gloves fought gamely 
to stay with him but couldn’t, Capeador 
and Arcaro began moving then. but at the 
furlong-pole Straight Face was home free. 
A keen race developed for second money 
as Capeador. under Arcaro’s steady flail- 
ing. crept closer to the persevering Golden 
Gloves. The Belair horse stayed. however. 
holding the Brookmeade entry by a head. 

Straight Face was 214 lengths clear of 
his field as he passed under the finish wire. 
His time of 1:5] for the nine furlongs 
was only a fifth off Chains’ record. Had 
he been pressed, there was no doubt that 


Straight Face would have cracked the 
mark. 

It had been a long time between drinks 
for the Greentree 4-year-old. Since win- 
ning the Flamingo Stakes last year, the 
gelded son of Count Fleet and Expression 
had traveled to Kentucky, California, New 
York. and twice to Florida in quest of a 
stakes victory. 

Excepting a 113-pound impost in an al- 
lowance event as a 2-year-old, the 115- 
pound Dixie assessment was the lightest 
that Straight Face has shouldered during 
his career. 


THE FIGURES. Attendance and wager- 
ing for the first two programs of Pim- 
lico’s 18-day spring meeting fell short of 
last year’s opening. This does not neces- 
sarily constitute a trend, however, for Fri- 
day is not the best day to open a meeting. 
and the weather was unsettled. The count 
on Dixie Day was 17,942, The betting 
reached $1,236.451. 

Bowie’s spring session showed a de- 
cline of 8 per cent in both crowds and 
betting when compared wiih 1953’s com- 
bined Bowie-Laurel meeting. 


NEW COURSE. Racing secretary J. 
Fred Colwill staged a corking good race 
to christen Pimlico’s new  seven-furlong 
turf course. Mrs. E. W. Weil’s Centenaire 
won the inaugural, appropriately named 
“The Volcanic.” after being engaged in 
a nip-and-tuck stretch fight by The Span- 
iel. The 4-year-old daughter of Yong Lo 
and the *Ksar mare Centenary was the 
longest-priced member of the seven-horse 
field. She paid a whopping $77.80 for her 
nose victory over the odds-on favorite, The 
Spaniel. Those bettors who recalled the 
Weil stable’s success on the grass with 
Ken several seasons ago profited consid- 
erably.

assigned him 134 pounds. Berseem, which has 
done well when Imbros has been absent, was start- 
ing highweight with 122 pounds, and also was 
favored by the bettors. 

My Urchin took a four-length lead in the first 
two furlongs. Kingly and Stranglehold, which later 
fought it out in the stretch, both were far back. 
My Urchin still had a two-length lead at the 
eighth-pole, but Kingly had begun to gain on 
the outside. Kingly got the lead in the last six- 
teenth and held off Stranglehold, which closed 
fastest of all, to win by half a length. Berseem, 
never prominent, finished seventh. 

Kingly was the first stakes winner for George 
Taniguchi, young Japanese-American jockey who 
starred at the Bay Meadows meeting. 

Bred by Clifford Mooers at his Walnut Springs 
Farm, Lexington, Kingly races for Mooers and 
J. K. Houssels, Nevada breeder and owner. He 
won the first and last stakes of the 45-day Bay 
Meadows meeting; his only previous stakes win 
was in the Springtime Handicap, opening-day fea- 
ture on March 9. In his two Bay Meadows wins 
Kingly earned $22,925; in more than three seasons 
of previous racing, he earned $28,557. 

Kingly is one of the last foals sired by *Sir 
Gallahad III, which died in 1949. His dam, Tour- 
terelle, also is the dam of Old Rockport, which 
won the Santa Anita Derby for Mooers in 1949.

Guineas Races at Newmarket; 


Beigler Bey Beaten by Popof 


Paris, May 3 

The Newmarket course, which has no 
artificial watering, was quite dry for the 
Guineas races, and the runners raised 
small clouds of dust—literal as well as 
figurative. 

The best English 2-year-old of last year 
until he was beaten by Royal Challenger 
in the Middle Park Stakes, Darius was a 
good second, despite poor luck, when he 
made his reappearance this year in the 
Two Thousand Guineas Trial Stakes. How- 
ever, most of the English racing experts 
distrusted him, One committed himself, 
bv Middle Park evidence, to “the heredi- 
tary irresolution belief.” Another made 
“no apology for failing to join the ranks 
of those who consider that Darius was 
sufficiently unlucky in the trial at Kemp- 
ton to justify his promotion to favoritism 
for the Two Thousand Guineas.” And all 
remembered that Dante had not yet sired 
a classic winner, 

In fact, Darius should have got some- 
thing of a complex if he had read the 
papers, and if he had known, moreover, 
that his sire was beaten by Court Martiai 
in the 1945 Two Thousand and that his 
dam was beaten by Serpent Star in the 
1939 Irish One Thousand Guineas. 


Everyone connected with Darius thought 
the colt should be held up for a very late 
run, and his jockey, Emanuel Mercer, was 
reported to be of the same mind. So when 
Darius ran just behind the leaders and 
took the lead almost a quarter-mile from 
home, there was a momentary suspicion 
that Mercer had gone mad. But Darius 
ran home with the greatest of ease, heartily 
withstanding the sustained challenge of 
the French colt Ferriol, which he beat by 
a length. Five lengths behind Ferriol, 
Poona headed a group of eight horses, all 
separated by heads and necks. 

Three colts in the race had been rated 
higher than the winner in the Free Handi- 
cap: Infatuation (131 Ib. in the Free 
Handicap) was sixth; Landau (130). 
llth; Royal Challenger (130), 13th. Dari- 
us, with 128, was at the fifth rank in the 
handicap. 


STAMINA QUESTION. The average 
distance of Dante’s progeny is only 9 
furlongs. And if Yasna, the dam of Darius, 
has produced one winner over distances 
1144 and 2 miles and another over 114 
miles, both were by the French stayer 
Mieuxce, winner of the Grand Prix de 
Paris. Yasna’s other winners got no more 
than a mile, Further, Darius has two full 


sisters, one of which, *Zante, was a sprint- 
er before leaving for America, and the 
other, Yasdana, was unsuccessful in dis- 
tance races in France. 

Thus, despite his plentiful speed and 
courage, it remains doubtful whether 
Darius will show stamina and determina- 
tion over the Epsom course. Dante’s pro- 
geny and Yasna’s best sons, Nebuchadnez- 
zar and The Golden Road, have tended to 
become sour at three. 


FOREVER AMBLER. Immediately after 
the race Darius was made the Derby fa- 
vorite by the bookmakers, at 5 to 1. Am- 
bler shares the second rank with Ferriol, 
which certainly has stamina and was beat- 
en by superior speed in a relatively slow 
race. But Ambler remains the Derby 
choice among racing journalists. (Later 
odds: Ambler [I 6-1; Darius 13-2; Ferrio] 
8-1; By Thunder! 100-9; Rowston Manor 
100-8; Elopement 100-7; Blue Sail, Al- 
penhorn, Arabian. Night 100-6.) 


THE FILLIES. Four fillies were expect- 
ed from France in the One Thousand 
Guineas—Vamarie, Tahiti, Cordova, and 
Fair Jane. Vamarie was struck out a few 
days before the race, Tahiti refused to get 
into a plane. Cordova made the trip, but 
refused to eat as long as she was in 
England. 

There were only 12 starters, of which 
two were rated in the French Free Handi- 
cap, Cordova 132 and Fair Jane 115. Four 
were in the English Free Handicap. Big 
Berry and Cascade at 119 pounds, Welsh 
Fairy 113, and Bara Bibi 110. But the best- 
looking fillies in the paddock were Key 
and Festoon, which had won their only 
starts at two and finished first and second 
in the Trial. 

Festoon led from start to finish, easily 
beating Big Berry, Welsh Fairy, and Key. 
Daughters of Fair Trial were first and 
third, daughters of Big Game second and 
fourth. Bara Bibi was fifth, just ahead 
of Cordova. which had been bumped by 
Cascade at the start. Fair Jane was eighth. 


THE DRAW. Curiously enough, Darius 
and Ferriol had drawn places 18 and 17 
at the start; Festoon and Welsh Fairy 
were 10 and 12. No horse ran well with a 
low number, Maybe it is the effect of the 
new rails which have been put on the far 
side, but at any rate the results were out 
of line with the purported advantage of 
the low numbers. 


STAMINA QUESTION NO. 2. When 
you look at the bottom of Festoon’s pedi- 


gree, you think, “That’s stamina.” Mon- 
soon, her dam, won only 2 races in 14 
outings, but if she was only an honest 2- 
year-old, she ran well at 3; sixth in the 
One Thousand Guineas, second to *Hycilla 
in the Oaks, and fourth to Tehran, Bor- 
ealis, and Ocean Swell in the St. Leger. 
Refreshed, Monsoon’s daughter by Hyper- 
ion, was third to Zabara and La Mirambule 
in the 1952 Thousand Guineas before 
winning the Mornington Stakes and New- 
market Oaks. Moreover, Rose Red, Mon- 
soon’s third dam, was granddam of the 
grand stayer Alycidon, 

However, the name of Fair Trial, sire 
of Festoon, means milers and nothing else. 
Three sons, one grandson, and one daugh- 
ter are now on the Guineas winners list, 
The 114-mile Cambridgeshire (Fairey Ful- 
mar in 1947) and the 114-mile Champion 
Stakes (Court Martial in 1945) and 
Eclipse Stakes (Petition in 1948) are the 
longest winning races for his classic pro- 
geny. Thus Festoon seems an_ unlikely 
Oaks prospect.

HOME, SWEET HOME. Tahiti, the 
filly which refused to go to Newmarket, 
had run only once, winning easily at 
Maisons-Laffitte. Instead of the Guineas, 
she ran in the Poule d’Essai trial, the 
Prix St. James, at Longchamp May 2. The 
favorite was Baghicheh (*Nasrullah— 
Mehmany, by Mieuxce), which had beaten 
Cordova and Fair Jane three weeks earlier. 
Baghicheh ran well and took the lead 
three-sixteenths from the post, but Tahiti 
(Tornado—Gradisca, by *Goya II) drove 
past her in the last furlong to beat her 
by three parts of a length in the most gal- 
lant manner. 

The Poule d’Essai trial for colts, the 
Prix de Sevres, revealed no new champion. 
Cote d’Or II (Blue Blaze—Cote de Melon, 
by Le Gosse) had been third to Ferriol 
and Lets Fly three weeks before. Pas de 
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Quatre (Sky High—Mademoiselle Petipas, 
by Blue Skies) and Le Mont Brule (Nosca 
—Oslo. by Monarch) had won their last 
races at a mile. Le Mont Brule was giving 
four pounds to the others; he got the lead 
in the straight, but Pas de Quatre caught 
him and won by a neck, with Cote d’Or 
IL third. 


PRIX DARU. Beigler Bey’s comeback 
had been a beautiful race, and he started 
favorite at 7-to-10 in the Prix Daru. His 
major opponents were Florin, winner of 
the Prix Lagrange, 114 miles straight at 
Maisons-Laffitte; Popof, winner of the Prix 
Juigne: and Phlox (Pink Flower—Cin- 
galee. by Colombo), which had easily won 
his first race a fortnight earlier. 

The favorite’s stablemate made the run- 
ning. followed by Popof, Beigler Bey, 
Florin, and Phlox. The leader yielded at 
the last bend and Popof was first into the 
straight. with Beigler Bey lapped on him 
and going easily. When Poincelet extended 
Beigler Bey his backers thought the race 
was over, but Popof, under Johnstone’s 
urging. lengthened his stride and won 
easily by a length and a half. 

Ferriol probably will run in the Derby 
at Epsom. Popof is waiting for the Prix 
du Jockey Club (French Derby). It is 
the best of politics, and the only way to 
keep hopes undimmed.

Breeders’ Awards 


California, with its breeders-award sys- 
tem (an additional amount equal to 10 
per cent of the winning purse is paid to 
the breeders of winning California-breds) , 
provides a good rating of the State’s blood- 
stock producers. J. H. Ryan, who owns 
and operates Northridge Farms, one of 
the busiest commercial establishments in 
the West, probably wishes he had grouped 
his family’s mares under one name. Some 
of the Ryan produce is listed as bred by 
Mrs, Ryan, others by Ryana Ranch, and 


still others by Rosemary Ryan Jordan, 
the Ryans’ daughter. Combined, the Ryan 
family’s breeders awards would have 
amounted to $10,421.50, enough for third 
place behind Rex Ellsworth and L. B.

The Colonel, who 
will report on the physical qualities of 
yearlings nominated for the CTBA sum- 
mer sale at Del Mar, said that the level 
of the California yearling crop in pedigree 
and conformation was much higher this 
year.- Koester’s physical rating of the 
yearlings nominated is a great aid to the 
screening committee, which faces the task 
of selecting the 75 best prospects from 
about 150 entries.

Concerning the remarks of C. Beltrami, 
Milano, may I add that in my article I 
mentioned only the four biggest races in 
Europe, the English Derby and King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth Stakes, 
the French Grand Prix and Are de Tri- 
omphe. No other races in Europe can be 
compared to these in either international 
fame or financial value, except, perhaps, 
in dreams. For this reason I omitted men- 
tion, not only of Italy, but also of Ireland, 
Belgium, and Germany, despite their nu- 
merous international races, 


As for my having no close acquaintance 
with the European racing panorama, I 
fear Mr. Beltrami’s acquaintance must 
not go much beyond Italy; otherwise my 
25 years of activity in European interna- 
tional racing would have been known to 
him, 


—then War It Will Be

Darn it. There’s just no rest for the 
weary, is there? Oh well, if it’s war they 
want, then war it will be. It certainly took 


a while, but comes the dawn, and here 
we go, 

It seems that in my first letter I had 
the audacity to question the opinion of 
the trainer of Whirlaway, Armed, Coal- 
town, Citation, Bewitch, Twilight Tear, 
and God knows how many others. It is 
true that Mr. Ben Jones “probably forgot 
more about horses” than I know. (The 
truth of the matter is that the closest 
I ever got to a horse was in the Central 
Park Riding Academy.) But Mr. Jones 
can not know more about the Man o’ War 
vs. Citation issue because the record books 
remain the same no matter who looks at 
them. And we can only turn to the record 
books, because otherwise we get entwined 
in personal prejudices, and that way 
we'll get no where fast. The information 
in these books doesn’t suddenly start 
switching around, through some magical 
process, when different people look at it 

. I suggest that other people, too, look 
them up before they go around yelling 
hysterically. 

As for the contention that Man o’ War 
didn’t meet and beat such as Tom Fool. 
Native Dancer, Assault, Armed, and Coal- 
town, unless I have been living in a 
trance, except for the last two, neither 
did Citation, And Cy beat his erstwhile 
stablemates in years when they were 
decidedly not at their prime, No one can 
say that the Armed of 1948 was the 
Armed of 1946 and 1947, and no one 


can say that the Coaltown of 1948 and 
1951 was the same as the Coaltown of 
1949. If Man o’ War would have been a 
“well beaten third or fourth” when he 
met these at their prime, then Citation 
would have been lapped a_ half-dozen 
times before he found out what the 
ruckus was all about. 

As for saying that Man o’ War was a 
mean, temperamental, and vicious horse, 
that is a matter of opinion. What one per- 
son considers to be mean, vicious, and 
temperamental, another deems a_ wild, 
free, undaunted, fighting spirit, And, al- 
though I don’t have the exact figures, I 
seriously doubt that this son of Fair Play 
ever held up the start of any race for as 
much as “thirty or forty minutes.” 


Before anybody else hops aboard the 
band wagon and starts shouting his head 
off, I suggest that they turn to the record 
books. Otherwise everything is just so 
much nonsense.
